LON DON, July 30, 3 a. m.—The war news 
remains meager under the senseless applicar 
tion of the censorship, but there is a general 
agreement among those who have come re- 
cently from south Africa that there will be a 
change in policy as soon as Milner returns 
and confers with Kitchener. This change 
will be effected by the resumption of work 
on a large scale at Jahannesburg. 

Dr. Jameson, for example, considers that 
a mistake has been made in keeping the 
miners out of Johannesburg and that this 
will: be rectified as soon as Milner reaches 
south Africa. He asserts that the true policy 
is to concentrate the garrison there and fa- 
cilitate in every possible way the return of 
the mining population and the transporta- 
tion of supplies needed for. it.

When a way has been opened for the re- 
sumption of ordinary mining operations in 
that quarter the Boers will begin to settle 
down and carry their pumpkins and farm 
produce into market. II shooting goes on for 
awhile in the eastern or western Transvaal 
or in the Orange River Colony it will not 
affect the moral effect of the resumption of 
business in the chief mining center. Johan- 
nesburg will again be fully populated and 
employed and this will be practi 
that the war has ended and 
restored. The guerrilla operations will grad- 
ually disappear with adequate police work. 
Dr. Jameson believes that peace in this 
sense is close at hand and that Milner fully 
understands the situation. This view is 
shared by the best informed south Africans, 
and their hopefulness contrasts strongly 
with the-pessimism of the press and the 
depression prevailing generally respecting the 
war. For this discouragement the War 
office is largely responsible, as the public 
needs information and the newspapers are 
not allowed to publish it.

NEW TRIAL FOR TRUST CASE. 


Judge Hutchinson Upholds Law and 
Orders Rehearing of Photo- 
Engravers. 


The motion for a new trial of the officers 
of the Photo-Engravers’ association of Chi- 
cago was granted yesterday by Judge Hutch- 
inson. The court held that the action on 
seven counts properly could be brought un- 
der the trust act of 1893, which, therefore, is 
constitutional. In urging a new trial the 
defense held that no punishment is provided 
in the act now in force for the offenses 
charged in the first, second, and third counts 
‘of the indictment. This being the case, the 
court held itself powerless in this trial to im- 
pose sentence for: offenses charged in the 
remaining seven counts, but upheld the in- 
dictment and ordered a new trial.

The Chicago Telephone company, to the 
great surprise of the public, has overlooked 
a few dimes and nickels, and is now going 
after them by installing slot machine phones 
in the twenty police stations now supplied 
with public telephones. Protests from police 
Captains have reached Chief O'Neill, but he 
admits that he is powerless and that it 
looks as if the phones will go in.“ 

City Electrician Ellicott insists that the 
change is advantageous to the city. : 

Heretofore,” he insists, we have paid 
an average of $135 a year for each of these 
twenty public phones, or a total of $2,700 
annually. Now we get the service for noth» 
ing for the Police department and outsiders

But Captain Rehm and others insist that 
the Police department gets free use of 
these slot machines under extreme diffi- 
culties.

COLUMBIA OUTSAILS NEW BOAT. 


Rig of Constitution Will Be Altered Be- 
fore It Is Allowed to Compete : 
in Other Races. 


Newport, R. I., July 29.—Columbia today 
defeated Constitution, boat for boat, in a 
5 race by 2 minutes and 54 seconds 
and Won the $1,000 cup presented by Colonel 
John Jacob Astor. 
Columbia’s victory was decisive and con- 
vineing. The behavior of Constitution, on 
the other hand, was disappointing in the ex- 
treme, and tonight Mr. Duncan announced 
that his boat would not take part in further 
races until its rig had been alterer. He de- 
elared that Constitution is not doing itself 
justice, that it is not going well, and that 
there is no use in racing it further until it is 
put in proper shape. 
Constitution will not participate in the 


Newport events of Thursday and Saturday 


of this week as a competitor of Independence. 
Columbia, however, has been entered for 
these racés and will sail against the Boston 
boat. Constitution will go to Bristol at once 
to have the alterations made.. If this change 
in the plans of Constitution does not prevent, 
the next races in which it will start will take 
place over the Newport course on Aug. 12 and 
14. ‘The regatta will be under the auspices 
of the New York Yacht club. In one of these 
races the cup offered by Sir Thomas Lipton 
will be sailed for. 

The regular trial races for the purpose of 
selecting the defender of the America’s Cup 
wili be held here on Aug. 81 and Sept. 1 and 3. 

It is not easy for the best friends of Con- 
stitution to make plausible excuses for its 
most palpable defeat. Running almost dead 
before the wind on the first leg of the course, 
it at first opened out quite a gap of clear 
water between itself and Columbia, and it 
looked_as though it would have a long lead 
in th un down the wind. 80 long as the 
wind continued light it had it all its own way, 
but when the wind freshened Columbia slow- 
ly but surely overhauled it, and when they 
got to the first mark was only a few lengths 
astern.

REMAINS MUTE HIMSELF. 


No Longer Possible to Obtain 
Statements of the Santiago 
Affair. 


CHARGES DENIED BY MACLAY 


Washington, D. C., July 20.—Secretary 
Long today issued an order directing all 
persons in the naval service to refrain from 
making any public statement concerning the 
Schiey court of inquiry. The order is as fol- 
lows: 

Navy Department, Washington, D. C., 
July 29, 1901.— General Order No. 57: All per- 
sons in the naval service are strictly en- 
joined to refrafn from any public statement 
concerning the subject matter of the court of 
inquiry requested by Rear Admiral W. 8. 
Sc JOHN D. Lone, Secretary.” 

e order is a sweeping one and applies to 
everybody from Admiral Dewey down. It is 
intended to include all clerks in the Navy 
department, and Secretary Long himself in- 
tends to adhere to it, as today he declined to 
yhave anything to say concerning the Schley- 
Sampson controversy or the court ef inquiry 
which is to convene in September next. 

For several days past many naval officers 
have been agitating the matter almost con- 
tinuously, and statements concerning va- 
rious phases of the dispute have been given 
| out in all parts of the country, touching upen 
the various incidents to be investigated by 
the court. 


Officials Have Been Indiscreet. 

It is claimed at the Navy department that 
many officers have been indiscreet in their 
expressions and that for this reason Secre- 
tary Long reached the conclusion that si- 
lence should be enjoined until the court had 
the opportunity to probe officially into the 
matter to be cleared up. Mr. Long believes 
that his order will be for the best interests 
of all concerned. 

In consequence of his command to stop 
talking, every mouth in the Navy depart- 
ment has been sealed, and it is impossible to 
secure statements concerning the case, 
Clerks and heads of departments are no 
longer making references to the features of 
the proposed inquiry or the alleged facts in 
the matter. The regulations in general 
terms prohibit the discussion of such cases, 
but developments forced the Secretary of 
the Navy to issue the special order covering 
the matter specifically. 

Up to a late hour this afternoon Mr. Long 
had received no cemmunication from any of 
those appointed to serve on the court of in- 
quiry regarding their willingness to serve 
or their desire to be excused from the duty. 
Rear Admiral Schley has not communicated 
with the Secretary in regard to the precept 
which is to govern the investigation of the 
charge made against him. 


Maclay Denies Charges. 

New York, July 29.—[Special.]—Edgar 
Stanton Maclay, author of the History of 
the American Navy,“ was asked today about 
a charge made by the Brooklyn Citizen that 
he was guilty of plagiarism. He said: 

“There is absolutely nothing in this state- 
ment. The man accuses me of borrowing 
from an article in the Edinburg Review 
without giving that publication any credit. 
It is not true. I do mention it in my book, 
and credit is given wherever it is due.“ 

Speaking of his place in the receiver's de- 
partment of the general storekeeper at the 
navy yard, the author said: 

It is true that my salary is only $2.48 a 
day, but I had a better job and left it on pur- 
pose for this one, so as to be within reach of 
the officers of the navy.“ 

And how much was your other salary?” 

Five uundred and twenty dollars a year, 
but I had a beautiful house and grounds, so 
that altogether it was worth $1,000 a year.” 

The Brooklyn Citizen also charges Mr. 
Maclay with helping himself freely toa book 
entitled Thirty Years from Home,” pub- 
lished in Boston in 1843, without telling his 
readers anything about his source of in- 
formation or the origin of many of his 
sentences, but Mr. Maclay said there was 
nothing in this charge, either.

THE LONG DROUGHT BROKEN. 
General rains have come at last through- 
out the stricken corn belt and the farmers 
now can take stock of the damage done 
and can lay plans to recoup themselves. 
The relief comes too late to save the coru 
in the regions most badly parched, but 


the area thus seriously affected is comparu- 
| tively small. Except in portions of Kan- 


sas and Missouri the farmers will be able 
to save a portion of the crop, and in most 
cases the damage probably will prove to 
be less than was supposed. Nothing can 
restore corn that has been killed or#that is 
past the stage of filling ock the ears, but 
the late corn will show great powers of 
revival under the gentle stimulus of abun- 
dant moisture. If the weather during the 
rest of the season is at all favorable there 
will be a total crop of fair size, and the 
producers will recover in higher prices muca 
of their apparent loss. pecs 
The most fortunate result of the break- 
ing of the drought at this time is the fact 
that it gives the farmers time to raise forage 
erops on their ruined cornfields. This saves 
the situation for the live stock-industries 
and banishes the danger of a meat famine. 
Already the abnormal shipments of cat- 
tle to market have ceased. Farmers through- 
out the Southwest are at work sowing mil- 
let, sorghum, peas, kaffir corn, and fodder 
corn for forage. A crop of this kind can 
be raised before frost comes, and it will go 
far toward compensating for the loss of 
the corn. The question of feed and water 
for stock is solved once more, and with 
that problem out of the way the resource- 
ful farmers of the corn belt can find many 
mis- 
fortune. 

The drought produced a range of nearly 
15 cents in the price of corn on the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade, causing a good deal 
of money to change hands. A comparative 
view of the dealers’ prices affords a good in- 
dex to their estimate of the damage. Three 
weeks ago September corn was selling at 
about 45 cents a bushel. As the ught 
grew more serious the price rose in accord- 
ancé with the pessimism of the speculators, 
until a week ago it lacked but a small 
fraction of reaching 60 cents. The next day 
light showers caused a drop of nearly 5 
cents, and the complete breaking of the 
drought on Sunday was followed by a price 


of about 53 cents at the close of tradiug 


yesterday. Perhaps this advance over the 
prices of three weeks ago will turn out 
to be a tolerably fair measurement of the 
actual damage to the crop. The shrinkage 
in the total yield will not be sufficient to. 
affect the prosperity of the agricultural pop- 
ulation or to leave any trace upon the busi- 
ness situation. The higher prices of both 
wheat and corn will place the average farm- 
er in almost as good circumstances as in 
previous years. 


AN EVIL WITHOUT CURE. 

A gentleman in Washington, D. O., has 
made a public complaint which will enlist 
interest and arouse sympathy all over the 
country. He has applied to the District 
Commissioners, says the Times of that city, 
to enjoin a musical family in his neighbor- 
hood from practicing on their piano outside 
of certain stated hours. He objects to piano 
playing all hours of the day and night and 
hopes the commissionérs will fix certain 
hours of the day during which pianos may 
be played in the District, leaving the others 
for rest and silence. : 

The commissioners of the District of Co- 
lumbia have well nigh autocratic powers, 
but it is doubtful whether they have the 
right to set aside any hour of the day or 
night as one in which a piano shall or shall 
not be played. If they had such a right 
they would have the right to assign hours 
for the performance of all the duties and 
pleasures which go to make up the routine 
of domestic life. This, of course, does not 
make the evil of which the sufferer com- 
plains any less a nuisance,. but the conces- 
sion of such a right would make it possible 
to bring about something like the millen- 
nium by order of court. 

Piano playing as a business is one of 
those evils which must be endured until 
public sentiment has been educated up to 
the point of a proper appreciation of what 
is disagreeable to others. The evil has been 
much aggravated of late by the invention of 
numerous appliances which can be attached 
to the piano and played by the heels, so 
that large numbers of persons are now 
adding to the discomforts of their neighbors 
and helping to destroy property values. It 


ie not impossible appliances of a similar 


nature will yet be attached to cornets, trom- 
bones, tubas, and bassoons. When that 
happens perhaps an infuriated people will 
rise and slay those who use them. 

So far as the piano is concerned, how- 
ever, there does not seem to be any relief 
for the victims of pianos at 10 in the fore- 
noon, 2 in the afternoon, 9 in the evening, 
and 4 the next morning except to curse the 
player. It is impossible to fix any hour of 
the day or night in which he or she is not a 
nuisance. In the meantime, truly consid- 
erate persons will refrain, as the Times 
says, “from making music at a time of 
night when their neighbors are likely to be 
asleep, unless there is some special rea- 
son for it.” But if they were really good 
people and had a kindly feeling towards 
their neighbors it is not likely they could 
find a special reason for playing at any 
time, day or night. |

WORKINGMEN AND THE CHURCH. 

Why do not workingmen, particularly 
in cities, go to church? This oft recurring 
question has provoked in the current Out- 
look a summary by the Rev. Charles Stelze 
of answers received from letters recently 
addressed by him on the subject to 200 
labur leaders throughout the country. The 
feature of these replies is the unanimity of 
their indictment against the church, a 
unanimity in which the authors “ offered no 
apology” and “no excuses” for “ their 
non-attendance upon church services.” 

To the question, What is the chief fault 
that workingmen find with the church?” 
it is asserted that the wide gulf is not 
“between the workingmen and the church 
of Jesus Christ,“ but between the work- 
ingmen and the church of today,” which is 
alleged to “preach the doctrines” not of 
its founder but “of the high and mighty 
ones of this earth.” It is aftirmed thut 
the church is the possession and agency of 
the well-to-do, that the existing economic 
inequalities preclude workingmen from seif- 
respecting participation in the churches, and 
that instead of espousing the cause of in- 
dustrial improvement for the worker the 
church invites him to put his trust in a 
future world. K. 

To the question, What takes the place 
of the church with the average working- 
man?!“ it is answered that a rest at home 
on Sunday, the theater, the dance, the lodge, 
the club, the trade union, the economic dis- 
cussion, and especially the saloon are 
among the substitutes. 

As to the attitude of workingmen toward 
Jesus Christ, it is claimed that while in 
some cases this is one of mere ignorance 
and indifference, in most cases he is counted 
as one who khew and sympathized witb 
the lot of labor, while many working people 
considered him a teacher of codperative 
social relations. 

The first of the duties of the church is 
urged by these correspondents to be to 
purge its own conscience, after which it 
is challenged to champion the cause of 
justice to wage earners, to promote oppor- 
tunities for their social contact, discussion, 
and recreation, to cope with the sweatshop 
and the tenement, and actually to share 
the standard of life which the wage system 
permits to the workers. 

These partial and in some respects unfair 
replies are bound to be displeasing to many 
persons. The main fact from which they 
spring, however—namely: the growing 
estrangement of the wage earners from 
the church, especially the Protestant 
Church, may better be faced than combat- 


ed. Nor does the situation mean that the |, 


workers lack seriousness or ideals. Mr. 
Stelze concludes that they are tremen- 
dously in earnest about the matter,” and 
it is often because of petty interdenomina- 
tional strife, sentimental other-worldlinéss, 
and what he regards as moral indifference 
on the part of the churches that the earnest 
worker turns from them. =, 

It is a sufficient cause for the anxiety and 
compunction which many Christians feel 
on this subject that the representatives of 
the great army of wage earners should ex- 
press themselves as indicated ‘above. If 
more ministers were as curious as Mr. Stelze 
to learn and ready to face sympathetically. 
the actual truth, the “wide gulf” would 
perhaps prove less formidable. 


ARTISTIC CHICAGO. 

It is almost superfluous to direct public 
attention to the continually recurring evi- 
dences of the artistic development of Chi- 
cago. Every day furnishes an additional 
proof of devotion to drawing, painting, and 
sculpture. It is not often, however, that 
this tendency finds so good an illustration 
as in the case of the two young Chicago 


artists who are now working their way to 


Europe. Mr. Holmes and Mr. Emery, both 
of the Art Institute, are at present engaged 
in feeding cattle on an Atlantic steamer. 
Earning their passage by their own labor, 
they intend at the conclusion of the voyage 
to exchange the stable for the studio, and so 
return to their proper vocation, ~ 

These young men are evidently far from 
that class of artists that might be called 
the squeamishly esthetic. If their actions 
can be taken as indicative of their mental 
attitude, they, like Mr. Kipling, “ find noth- 
ing common in God's earth.” They are not 
so fastidious and so supersensitive as to 
find their delicacy outraged by the sights 
and sounds and smells of a cattle boat. 
They seem to have—and one must hope that 
they really have—a sympathy for the active 
manifestations of human life. And in this 
they will have the approval of the public. 
If real painting, like real literature; springs 
out of experience, Mr. Holmes and Mr. 
Emery should have a great advantage over 
their rivals who are contented with the arti- 
ficial life of the Latin quarter. It seems to be 
one of the truest of truisms that art withers 
in a sophisticated atmosphere, but thaws 
in the midst of genuine realities. And noth- 
ing could be more genuine and real than a 
cattle boat. The actual contact with the 
stuff out of which art is made will no doubt 
prove of great value to the young adven- 
turers. Their trip will be more to them 
than the means of reaching the art galleries 
of Burope. It will give them a glimpse into 
the way in which the world’s work is done, 
and supply them with more “local color 
than they can use ina year. The cattle 
boat itself is not a bad subject for art. 
Everybody ‘knows what Mr. Kipling has 


done to glorify “the world-end steamer,” 
and everybody, even the most bilious land- 


lubber, who wouldn’t for the world expose 


‘himself to any actual danger of seasickness, 


has felt a fine literary enthusiasm for— 
the bucking beam-sea roll. 
Of a black Bilbaotramp. __ 
There is room for some artist to do on 
canvas what Mr. Kipling has done on paper. 
And, for that matter, there is stil] a chance 


for some one to provide adequate ilustra- 


tions for Mr. Kipling’s sea stories. Those 
illustrations have not yet been made, and 
it is not likely that they will ever be made 
till there appears an artist with the same 
intimate knowledge of sheave and strake 
and plummer block that Mr. Kipling has 
used to such good advantage. If Mr. 
Emery should devote 
themselves to the field here indicated they

An outline statement of 
the busines is given, the newcomer convinces 
the bank authorities that his is a legitimate 
business, he is told that he must keep a cer- 
tain amount on deposit, and when the bank 
and the new customer have agreed on all 
points the first deposit is received, a signa- 
ture recorded in the book kept for that pur- 
pose, the new man becomes a bank customer,

In order that the customer may be ac- 
commodated with a loan, the deposit in 
most banks must not go below the $1,000 
mark. When a man has had his first note 
discounted, he advances to a higher degree 
in the list of bank patrons. As his business 
increases he may require more accommo- 
dation’ than the Milk and Water can give 
him, and he opens an account elsewhere, 
giving the new bank a part of his deposits 
and receiving accommodation in return. 

There are many business concerns in which 
the idea prevalls that the banks consider 
it an accommodation to them to be asked to 
discount their customers’ paper. “ This is 
a great mistake,“ said the cashier of one 
of the largest banks. “ When we make a 
loan we accommodate the customer only. 
We can find profitable outlets for our funds 
without going to the business houses.“ 

The bank officials in most instances know 
only one or two men of a concern, but they 
are usually posted on the financial condition 
of their customers. The indications by which

customers’ checks or money that does 
not represent merchandise sold, by the way 
in which maturing paper is met, and, in the 
case of manufacturing concerns, by the 
amount drawn for the pay roll.

Some concerns furnish this list on Friday, 
so that when the messenger goes to the bank 
on Saturday he finds the money all ready 
for him. This gid on the part of the bank 
makes the process of putting money into 
envelopes easy, and eliminates the danger of 
“running out of change” before the work 
has been completed.

There are thousands of bank customers 
who never ask for a favor beyond that of 
handling their money. They open an account 
because they like to pay their bills by checks. 
Some years ago they would not have aspired 
to a bank account. That was in the days 
when only rich men wrote checks. But 
riches and bank accounts do not necessarily 
go together now, and any person who wishes 
to do so may now find a banking concern 
to handle his earnings. The little depositors 
give the banks little trouble beyond that 
which s with receiving the deposits and 
paying the checks as they come to the bank. 
Salaried men, small shopkeepers, executors 
of estates, and women belong to this large 
class of bank customers. 

“It costs us about $6 a year to keep a

ING EDWARD has decided that his 
coronation shall be a modern affair 
and that most of the medieval observ- 
anees, which, though picturesque, are 
not in keeping with the altered cir- 
‘cumstances of the times, shall be omitted. 
An immense amount of pressure was brought 
n the King in favor of his retaining all 
the old world practices, which, it was argued, 
would interest and impress the public. But 
Faward VII. is the most modern-minded and 
o-date of sovereigns and took the ground 
that the serious character of the ceremony 
would be marred rather than increased by 
getails of a theatrical character. 
_ Ast is, the celebration of the coronation 
pervice in Westminster Abbey, revised and 
shorn of all superfiuities, will occupy at least 
four hours and prove intensely fatiguing. It 
will be followed on the next day by a pro- 
on in state from Buckingham Palace 
for the purpose of taking part in a thanks- 
ving service at St. Paul's Cathedral, and 
which will give the Lord Mayor and the mu- 
nicipal authorities their first opportunity of 
welcoming the King. Not only the King and 
Queen but likewise all the royal guests and 
special Ambassadors from abroad will take 
rt in this procession, which will be still 
more stately and infinitely more gorgeous, 
but yet on the same lines, than the visit of 
Queen Victoria to St. Paul’s Cathedral on 
occasion of the diamond jubilee in 1897. 
While on this subject it may be as weil to 
gay that no tickets for the coronation service 
in Westminster Abbey will be available for 
any foreigner who is not a member of one of 
the special or permanent embassies or in the 
suite of one of the royal guests. There are so 
many official personages and dignitaries of 
Lone kind or another, male and female, who 
have a statutory right to be present at the 
coronation that as it is it will be impossible 
to find room for them all. To find places, 
therefore, for non-official guests will be out 
of the question, and there are only three per- 
gons who will have a limited number of tick- 
ets to give away. One of the three is the. 
King himself, who is to have a sort of“ loge 
large enough to hold twenty people tightly

FRANK VANDERLIP VISITS 
CHICAGO FOR A FEW DAYS. 


Former Assistant Secretary of Treasury 
to Assume His New Duties in a New 


York Bank Shortly. 


Frank A. Vanderlip, former Assistant Sec- 
retary of the United States Treasury under 
Lyman J. Gage, arrived in Chicago from the 
East yesterday, and confirmed the report 
that he had been elected Vice President of 
the National City Bank of New York.

EARNINGS OF ROADS SAFE 


WESTERN RAILWAYS NO LONGER 
AFFECTED BY DROUGHT. 


Vice President Morten of the Santa Fe 
Says Time Has Passed When Crop 
Shortage Will Injure Traffic Disas- 
trously—Asserts That Late Rains 
Have Assured Feed for Stock and 
Urges Farmers to Hold Their Cattle 
Until Fall or Winter. 


——— 


Regarding the condition of crops in the 
West and the business prospects of the rail- 
roads for this fall and winter Vice President 
Morton of the Santa Fe said yesterday: 

“The rains during the last two days 
throughout the West have done much good, 
and will have the effect of saving at least 
a portion of the corn crop. It will enable 
the farmers to yet raise considerable fodder 
for the feeding of cattle, and the danger of 
a meat famine the coming winter seems to 
have been averted. Farmers should be cau- 
tioned against throwing their cattle onan al- 
ready glutted market, as they are agsured 
of enough fodder to keep them in good con- 
dition until fall and winter when much bet- 
ter prices will be obtained by them. 

“It is true that the corn crop in Kansas 
and Missouri has been seriously damaged 
by hot winds, but the reports of damage in 
Nebraska and Iowa have been much exag- 
gerated. Corn in Illinois, Indiana, and Ohio 
is looking fairly well, and with the rain of the 
last few days will undoubtedly make a fair 


crop. 


Little Effect on Railroads. 


The loss of the corn crop in Kansas and 
Missouri to the railroads is no longer the 
serious matter {t used to be. Take, for in- 
stance, the Santa Fé. It has diversified its 
tonnage to such an extent that corn is not 
now the all-important factor in making earn- 
ings. There are many things that can hap- 
pen to make up the loss of the corn crop, and 
the people of Kansas and the railroads are 
to be congratulated on the prosperous con- 
dition they are in to meet this loss. 

In my opinion the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe railroad will earn as much money 
the next twelve months as it has earned dur- 
ing the last year, notwithstanding the dam- 
age to corn. There has been no failure of 
crops in Kansas for the last five years, and 
the people there are splendidly equipped for 
the preserit loss of the corn. I estimate that 
Kansas will not raise to exceed one-third of 
an average crop, but it is claimed there are 
40,000,000 bushles of old corn in the hands of 
farmers.” 


East-Bound Shipments Decrease. 


East-bound grain and provision shipments 
from Chicago by the all-rail lines last week 
suffered a moderate decrease, which is alleged 
to be due to the unsettled condition of the 
grain markets. The grain movement east- 
ward by lake was also light. Shipments of 
flour last week were 76,236 barrels, a gain of 
7,839 barrels over the previous week, and of 
39,209 barrels over last year. The grain ship- 
ments decreased 87,000 bushels, the total be- 
ing 1,324,000 bushels. Shipments of pro- 
visions were 31,431 tons, a reduction of 182 
tons for the week.

German Imports. forged ahead of ‘the 


other nations in the 
last few years. He says: “In 1891 the 
United States occupied fourth place in the 
import trade of Germany with a total of 
$108,528,000, being preceded by Great Britain 
with $160,888,000, Austria-Hungary with 
$142,324,000, and Russia with $138,040,000. 
In 1895 the imports into Germany from the 

United States rose to $121,618,000 and after 

that year increased rapidly until in 1900, 

when they reached the sum of $266,750,400. 
The United States thus stands far above 

any other country in this trade, being fol- 
lowed. by Great Britain with $109,920,009, 
Russia with $173,740,000, Austria — $172,- 
812,000, and France with $72,500 

“During this period umports 
into Germany have increased more than 
those of the last named four countries to- 
gether. As regards the export trade of Ger- 
many, the United States has occupied third 
Mace during this whole period. In 1900 the 
United States’ imports from Germany were 
to the value of $104,482,000; in 1899, $89,726, - 
000; and in 1898, $79,492,000. Up to 1808 they 
showed a tendency to decline amounting in 
1891 to $84,966,000, and sinking in 1804, under 
the tariff of 1890, to $64,498,000, the lowest 
point reached. 

“The first place in the export trade has 
been continually held by Great Britain, 
which is the only large country with which 
German trade shows ty, ee exports than im- 
ports; the second is d by Austria-Hun- 
gary, and the fo by Holland, though 
from 1806 to 1899 inclusive this was held by

theory of Dr. Koch as expressed at the inter- 
national! tuberculosis congress in London last

Dr. Gresswell’s Warning. 


Dr. Gress well says: 

“The telegraphic report of Dr. Koch’s 
statement that he has discovered such im- 
portant differences between bovine and 
human tuberculosis that; in his opinion, the. 
diseases are not intercommunicable, as was 
commonly supposed, is of such great and far- 
reaching importance to the cattle interests, 
and especially to the dairy interests, that it 
seems advisable to draw attention to the 
points involved at this early date, in view 
of the erroneous conclusions which may be 
prematurely drawn by the public press. 

The eminence of Dr. Koch as an expert, 
and the exaggerated expectations of the 
| public that his discovery of tuberculin some 
years ago would be a certain cure for this 
dread malady, lead us to believe a similar 
disappointment may be in store for those 
who do not carefully analyze the real efects 
of this new discovery. 

“The matter is one of the most mbortint 
to the cattle industry and to the public, and 
the evidence for and against should be care- 
fully weighed and final judgment Suspended 
until, as Dr. Koch himself so justly recom- 
mends, a corroboration of his results have

Hasty Deductions Dangerous. 

„It is no safe deduction to conclude that 
because Dr. Koch failed to convey human 
tuberculosis to any of the nineteen cattle 
experimented upon, and at the same time 
he could convey the bovine form of the dis- 
ease in all instances, that therefore the 
bovine disease is harmless to the human 
being. Particularly is this deduction un- 
safe when we know that the bovine form, 
whether it be due to the lower vitality of the 
animal or to the increased virulence of the 
germ, is much more rapid in its tatal course 
than the human. 

Without being an alarmist, I think it is 
necessary to sound a note of warning that 
conclusions so much hoped for should not 
too readily be accepted, arid that as cattle- 
men, or dairymen, we certainly must not yet 
congratulate ourselves. that the necessity 
for restrictions and repressive measures
